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THE TAXPAYERS’ UNIT— 
Four hundred fifty Crow Wing county taxpayers gathered at 
the courthouse Saturday and formed a taxpayers’ league. 
The pur­ 
pose of the meeting, as outlined by speakers, is to investigate all 
phases in which the taxpayers’ money is involved with the view to 
possible i nductions or maintenance of present low standards. 
Spirit 
nnifest at the organization meeting typified the general 
temperament of conservatism. 
This is significant in view of the many 
vitriolic gatherings rep o rted over the state whenever the subject of 
taxes has been the keynote cf discussion. 
Crow Wing county people, 
apparently, want to know how their tax-paying dollars are being spent 
and whether they are being spent j u J Piously and to the best advan- 


tage. 
And they should know, and for ais reason, if for no other, a 
taxpayers’ league is worthwhile. 
But, a taxpayers’ league such as has 
been formed in this county could do much harm toward impairing the 
efficiency of administrative functions. 
However, that is not even re­ 
motely hinted if the attitude of the taxpayers evinced at the meeting is 
any criterion. 
A taxpayers’ league has many possibilities. 
The main pur­ 
pose, as we see ii at the present, is to maintain and if possible to reduce 
levies. 
It does not necessarily mean recommendation for the slashing 
right and left of budgets but rather inclines to the point of maintain^ 
ing present low' standards cr finding departments where, after careful 
analysis, budgets could be reduced. 
Other counties, carried away by 
lire enthusiasm of such meetings, demanded unreasonable cuts only to 
realize iater that they were impossible. 
Crow Wing county taxpayers were wise to wait in the organiza­ 
tion of its unit until it had the wealth of material, obstacles, problems 
that cropped up in other counties only after the organizations were 
established. 
it is significant the way the taxpayers of Crow Wing county 
are planning to handle their activities. 
They have provided for in­ 
vestigation through a committee and everything indicates that a thor­ 
ough and efficient survey will be made. 
It typifies that atmosphere of 
constructive work rather than a flagrant blast without the knowledge 
of the fundamental purposes. 
Crow Wing county citizens are to be congratulated on their 
fine sense of duty. 
They are pursuing the right course and taxpayers j 
will await arid accept their findings w'lth a calm that bespeaks perfect 
confidence in the possibilities of the league. 


THE EASTERN WAR PERIL--- 
Six months ago anyone who suggested that there was any seri­ 
ous danger cl the United States getting into a war in the far east would 
have been looked upon, quite properly, as a scatter-brained alarmist. 
Today he would simply be considered a thoughtful student of inter­ 
national affairs. 
Thus far have the international effects of Japan’s adventure 
in Manchuria progressed— proving, once more, that things happening 
in outlandishly named places beyond the seas can touch our lives more 
directly than we usually imagine. 
Of course, no one in this country wants a war— no one, that is, 
except possibly a handful of empty-headed jingoes. 
Probably there 
never was a time when the sentiment of the nation was more thor­ 
oughly inclined toward keeping the peace. 
And it seems quite certain 
that the nation can avoid a war if it wants to. 
But it is imperative for us to recognize, right now, that the 
situation is serious, 
if we make ourselves look at the fact that war is 
possible, we can unite to make it impossible. 
In we drift along in 
fancied security, telling ourselves that the turmoil in the orient can’t 
really mean anything especial to us, we might find ourselves in the 
I apids before we know' it. 
Once the chance of war turns from a remote possibility to an 
immediate probability, it is too late to do anything about it. 
The man 
who tries to speak for peace can’t get a hearing. 
The time to work 
for peace is now7, when the danger is only a small cloud on the horizon 
— remote, hardly noticeable, but definitely ominous. 
Meanwhile, we need to recognize the fact that the government 
a* Washington is faced with an extremely tough problem. 
President 
Hoover knows, as well as any man alive, what a frightful thing war is. 
I Ie can be depended on to chart a course to lead the nation away from 
ii. 
In doing so, he deserves the whole-hearted support of all citizens. 


PHILIPPINE INDEPENDENCE--
